1 . Hilscher-'l 1 1 qualifies for a "surgical accessory" for use in a surgical procedure because the Hilscher-'l 1 1 device is fully capable of 
using as a device to clean teeth and gum tissue in a dental surgery procedure, for example. 

2. Hilchers-'l 1 1 tooth brush is also capable of cutting at least some gum tissue when the brush is forcibly pressed to a specific location of 
gum tissue, if one desires, for example. Notice that even when using a non-powered tooth brush forcibly, a user will unintentionally cut 
some gum tissue and cause bleeding. 

As to claims 1, 33 and 35, Hilscher-'l 1 1 device is at least capable of functioning as recited in the claims and a combination of Hilscher-'l 1 1 
and Kablik-'556 includes all structural limitaions in the claimed device of the present invention. Further, cutting function of Kablik-'556 in an 
endoscopic procedure as admittd by the Applicant (Remarks: last line of p. 11 to first page of page 12) can provide a motivation for the 
cutting function of the combined device of Kablik-'556 and Hilscher-'l 1 1 in the "Final Office Action". 

Further more, the rejection can be easily changed to have endoscopic cuting device Kablik-'556 as a base reference and Hilscher-'l 1 1 as a 
secondary reference to result in a modified cutting device including all structural limitations as the claimed in the present invention. 

Hilscher-'l 1 1 tooth brush is a health care product and Kablik-'556 device is also a health care product. It would be obvious to one of 
ordianry skill in the art to look at other healthcare product(s) for elements, structures and ideas to modify a specific healthcare product as 
one desires.
